relieve the destitute. 
Then1 is great anxiety bore to know 
the terms of the message of President 
McKinley to congress. 
The central committee of the autono­ 
mist party lias passed a vote of confi­ 
dence rn its president, as a result of the 
latter'* negotiations with the reformist 
party to bring about a union of both 
parties. 
Consequently, Jose Pelion, 
Carl** Foot, Antonio Mesa aud Domin­ 
guez, all lawyers, have withdraw n their 
resignations as members of the central 
committee of the autonomists. 
The governor of Pinar del Rio is try ­ 
ing to relievo the critical sit nation in that 
province, where a majority of the in­ 
habitants are identified with the tobacco 
trade. The crop this year is only h lf 
the normal, though some good judges 
have put it at about 60 per cent of the 
usual yield.
